It’s the largest illegal ciga¬ 
rette bust in recent memo¬ 
ry in Nova Scotia. 

RCMP officers seized 299 
cases of contraband smokes 
at a residence on Highway 7 
in the Smith Settlement 
area on Wednesday. 

“RCMP received informa¬ 
tion on suspicious activity 
in the area, completed sur¬ 
veillance of a residence and 
discovered two vehicles, a 
rental truck and an 18- 
wheeler on the property 
which had illegal tobacco in 
them,” said RCMP Insp. Bri¬ 
an Brennan on Thursday. 

Two men were arrested 
— a 43-year-old local man 
and a 45-year-old Montreal 
man. The retail value of this 
bust is $1.2 million. 

Such a large-scale opera¬ 
tion, with cigarettes from 
central Canada, leads inves¬ 
tigators to believe this oper¬ 
ation is connected to organ¬ 
ized crime. Brennan said in¬ 


vestigators are still working 
on which organized crime 
group is involved. 

“Illicit tobacco shouldn’t 
be looked upon by the gen¬ 
eral public in any different 
way than drug trafficking,” 
he said. “Whether you buy a 
quantity of drugs or illicit 
tobacco, you’re funding or¬ 
ganized crime.” 

These groups are diversi¬ 
fying into illegal tobacco as 
well as the drug trade, he 
added. 

Officers caught the ciga¬ 
rettes before they made it to 
the lowest-level distribu¬ 
tors, who tend to sell them 
from their houses or legiti¬ 
mate businesses. If convict¬ 
ed, the two men could face 
incarceration, but more 
likely a fine based on the 
number of cigarettes seized. 

“For organized crime 
groups that have large net¬ 
works and have the mone¬ 
tary ability to be involved in 
this illicit activity, the mon¬ 
etary fines are really a cost 
of doing business for them,” 
Brennan said.

Seizures have nearly doubled 
every year for the past three 
years in Nova Scotia. 

“It's hard to say what we're 
not getting, but conserva¬ 
tively I would say it's two or 
three times higher than that 
based on the information we 
get coming in from our intel¬ 
ligence sources,” Brennan 
said. “There's a high volume 
of it here.”

Father of teen fired over Cherry chat files complaint

rights Don Cherry loves it 
when kids talk to him. But 
an Oshawa, Ont., teen has 
been banned from his job as 
a volunteer cameraman at 
the General Motors Centre 
for doing just that. 

Billy Steele, 17, was told 
that approaching a celebrity 
at a special hockey event on 
Jan. 14 was against the 
rules. The company that 
runs the centre, Global 
Spectrum, said he’s no 
longer welcome in the 
building as a volunteer with 
Rogers TV, which covers 
OHL games there. 

The edict has outraged 
Billy’s father, Bill Steele, 
who’s filed a human rights 


complaint alleging work¬ 
place discrimination be¬ 
cause his son has a severe 
learning disability. 

And Cherry is “infuriat¬ 


ed” with Global Spectrum 
over the incident. 

“I resent the fact that (it’s) 
brought my name into fir¬ 
ing a young kid who comes 


up and asks me about my 
ties,” said the host of Hock¬ 
ey Night in Canada in a 
phone interview. 

“Oh, geez, please, me 
complain? I love it when 
kids come up and are 
friendly like that. I welcome 
kids — that’s why I wear 
those goofy ties,” he said. 

Although Cherry didn’t 
complain about the inci¬ 
dent, Billy had been warned 
“numerous times” about vi¬ 
olating procedures, said 
Vince Vella, general manag¬ 
er of the city-owned sports 
and entertainment facility. 

“This young man ... con¬ 
tinuously fails to comply.” 

Vella said the matter will 


be reviewed next year, but 
for now Billy can work in 
Rogers’ truck in the parking 
lot. Rogers could not be 
reached for comment. 

The teen, who said the 
“no-tallc policy” was news to 
him, is crushed. He says his 
unpaid job at “Rogers Col¬ 
lege,” where he also did a 
co-op placement last fall, 
was his ticket to a career. 

“I’m one of their top cam¬ 
eramen,” he said proudly. “I 
want to get a job there one 
day.” torstar news service

Lost $75 million will 
be made up: Premier

The premier says Nova 
Scotia won’t be losing 
money from the Atlantic 
Accord. You’ll just have to 
trust him. 

Equalization payments 
to the province are down 
$75 million this year, but 
Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald said the feds will make 
that up with a “transition¬ 
al payment.” 

There’s no written agree¬ 
ment for this payment. 


Nor was it mentioned in 
the recent federal budget. 
But MacDonald said he had 
the prime minister’s word 
Bluenosers will get the 
money back. 

“I spoke directly to the 
prime minister himself 
about this issue,” said Mac¬ 
Donald. 

He said the two levels of 
government were working 
out the details of the agree¬ 
ment and would provide 
documentation “later this 
week.” 

That didn’t temper the 
opposition’s scorn. 


“I know if I was the fed¬ 
eral auditor general, and I 
was being told by premiers 
of the provinces that the 
budget that was being 
brought down was in fact 
not the budget, that would 
be pretty much an indict¬ 
ment of the whole 
process,” said NDP Leader 
Darrell Dexter. 

When questioned by In¬ 
dependent MP Bill Casey, 
federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty admitted the 
$75 million payment was 
only guaranteed for this 
year. 


education Maritimers are 
getting educated: In 2007, 
Maritime universities 
granted 16,391 degrees, 
certificates and diplomas, 
an all-time high.

Row over scrums and a podium 


media Weeks of growing 
tension erupted into a 
standoff and then a shout¬

Reporters worried the 
new setup would give the

After a brief standoff 
they brought their equip¬ 
ment onstage and 
scrummed the premier 
around the podium. 

“I’ve been veiy respectful 
to all of you with being 
available to answer ques¬ 
tions,” said MacDonald. “I 
would’ve hoped there 
would have been a little re¬ 
spect shown to our govern¬ 
ment.” He then turned and 
walked out the back en¬ 
trance, ignoring questions.

Icy weather prompts 3rd school closure of winter 


weather More than 50,000 
students in the HRM had 
their third snow day of the 
winter Thursday — and it’s 
only January. 

The decision to close all 
the schools under the Hali¬ 
fax Regional School Board 
was made before 6 a.m. be¬ 
cause of slick road and side¬ 
walk conditions. 


Doug Hadley, a spokesman 
for the board, said so far this 
winter schools have been 
closed for three-and-a-half 
days, with more closures for 
schools on the Eastern Shore. 

“We typically have any¬ 
where from two to three 
school cancellations in a 
year, and the teachers are 
very adept at making up 


for the lost time,” Hadley 
said. “At the high school 
level, it was the final day of 
exams, so they’ll make 
those up (Friday).” 

Considering schools 
were closed six times last 
year, three and a half lost 
days so far year isn’t “out 
of whack,” he said. 

“In fact it’s a lot less for our 


board compared to other 
boards around the province.” 

There were veiy few calls 
and concerns from parents. 

“We know a school closure 
for the day causes parents to 
juggle their schedules, but 
most parents try to put those 
plans in place in advance ear¬ 
ly in the school year.”

Heritage group 
worried about 
new WTCC

The former Chronicle Her¬ 
ald building site on Argyle 
will be the home of the 
new World Trade and Con¬ 
vention Centre, according 
to CTV News. 

Politicians at both lev¬ 
els of government are 
staying tight-lipped, and 
officially no decision has 
been made yet. 

But CTV says the Argyle 
Street site, which also in¬ 
cludes the Midtown Tavern 
on Grafton Street, has beat¬ 
en its competition. 

Citing anonymous sour¬ 
ces, reporter Rick Grant 
said winning developer Joe 
Ramia was planning a 13- 
storey glass office tower on 
the Midtown Tavern site 
and a 17-storey hotel where 
the old Herald building cur¬ 
rently stands. 

The Herald site would al¬ 
so hold the new convention 
centre, which would fea¬ 
ture 2,500 seats. That’s 
about three times what the 
current centre holds. 


Diagrams show a pedway 
connecting the two build¬ 
ings over Grafton Street. 

Despite the details from 
Grant’s report, politicians 
and developers have shied 
away from confirming any¬ 
thing on the record. 

“We’ve made no decision 
yet. We’re working very 
closely with the city and 
we’ll have more details in 
the future,” Premier Rodney 
MacDonald said. 

When asked if Argyle 
Street would be the new 
home of the convention 
centre, he said again, “We 
haven’t made any final deci¬ 
sions yet, and those details 
will come out another day.” 

Phil Pacey, president of 
the Heritage Trust of Nova 
Scotia, implied his group 
might fight the develop¬ 
ment. While the lot is not 
a heritage site, Pacey point¬ 
ed out it is near other her¬ 
itage buildings such as St. 
Paul’s Church. 

“We would want build¬ 
ings to respect the scale and 
complement those heritage 
buildings,” said Pacey.

City needs to keep 
young talent: Fusion

Young professionals want to 
live in Halifax for the lifestyle 
and their closeness to friends 
and family, according to a 
survey by Fusion Halifax. 

But 65 per cent don’t be¬ 
lieve Halifax holds long¬ 
term opportunities for 
them to progress in their ca¬ 
reers, and that’s something 
the city needs to fix if it 
wants to keep young talent, 
say members of the youth 
action group. 

Fusion surveyed 234 
young people between the 
ages of 20 and 40. Of those, 
85 per cent said they stayed 
in Halifax to be near friends 
and family, and 75 per cent 
suggested they stayed for the 
balanced lifestyle. Three- 
quarters of respondents said 
they worked an average of 
36 to 50 hours per week. 

Still, a high percentage — 
69 per cent — said they’d 
consider leaving for the 
right job. 

“People do choose to stay 
here. They want to stay 
here. This is their number 
one choice for a place to 
live,” said Natasha Winters, 
co-head of the group’s Peo-

pie Action team. 

Part of the problem, said 
Fusion chair Alyson Queen, is 
that Halifax has traditionally 
been a place where you get 
jobs largely through connec¬ 
tions. That makes it tough 
for those without connec¬ 
tions — or ex-pats looking to 
come home — to break in. 

“Previously, there’s been 
that notion of who you 
know, hearing things 
through the grapevine,” 
Queen said. “We need to 
think about not only keep¬ 
ing people here, but also 
bringing them back.” 

The survey showed mixed 
loyalty; 51 per cent of re¬ 
spondents said they planned 
to stay with their current 
employer for up to three 
years. For those who have 
moved back to Halifax after 
time away, 76 per cent said 
they’d leave again for the 
right opportunity.

Tories set to toughen 
consumer safety laws 


More than a year after 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper complained about 
Canada’s outdated 
consumer safety 
regulations, the federal 
Conservatives are taking 
another shot at toughen¬ 
ing the laws. 

The Canada Consumer 
Product Safety Act intro¬ 
duced yesterday would 
give Ottawa new power to 
enforce the recall of un¬ 
safe products and slap big 
fines on corporate offend¬ 
ers who produce them. 

“This will modernize 
the legislation. It will also 
equip the government 
with new tools to act 
quickly and effectively,” 
Health Minister Leona 
Aglulckaq said. 


Overhaul 

• The bill is an effort to 
overhaul existing laws that 
date back 40 years and have 
left the government relying 
on manufacturers to volun¬ 
tarily recall unsafe products, 
officials say. 


“As it is right now, we 
cannot recall any prod¬ 
ucts. There’s no reporting 
of incidents. It’s very, 
very weak,” she said in an 
interview. 

The legislation was first 
promised by Harper in 
December 2007. The pro¬ 
posed regulations were 
introduced into Parlia¬ 
ment last April, but never 


became law because of 
the September election 
call. 

Canadian consumers 
have seen a string of wor¬ 
risome product recalls. 
One recall, prompted by a 
Torstar News Service in¬ 
vestigation, involved mil¬ 
lions of RCMP-themed 
toys because they con¬ 
tained dangerously high 
levels of lead and posed a 
choking hazard to chil¬ 
dren. 

“It is about the lead in 
children’s toys, it’s about 
the cribs that are not safe. 
So I think there is huge 
interest in seeing this go 
through,” Aglulckaq said, 
explaining the need for 
new laws.

New test may screen 
for mad cow disease

Researchers in Alberta 
have developed a blood 
test that can diagnose fa¬ 
tal chronic wasting 
disease in elk, and believe 
it may provide a cheap 
way to screen cattle for 
mad cow disease. 

The test looks for signs of 
damaged cells in the blood, 
they reported in the jour¬ 
nal Nucleic Acids Research. 
It may also offer a way to 
diagnose people with a re¬ 
lated disease called 
Creutzfeldt-Jalcob disease, 
or CJD, they said Thursday. 

“We can now take a 
blood sample from a live 
animal and look at the 
DNA patterns in the blood 
and predict six months 
ahead of time whether an 
animal is infected with 


chronic wasting disease,” 
Christoph Sensen of the 
University of Calgary said 
in a telephone interview. 

The secret is not finding 
the prions that cause mad 
cow disease and other so- 
called transmissible 

spongiform en¬ 

cephalopathies or TSEs, 
Sensen said. Instead they 
looked for circulating nu¬ 
cleic acids — little bits of 
DNA that get spat out 
when distressed cells die. 

The found three distinct 
patterns in these circulat¬ 


ing pieces of DNA that ap¬ 
peared three months be¬ 
fore the elk showed symp¬ 
toms. Each pattern corre¬ 
lated with genetic muta¬ 
tions known to put the ani¬ 
mals at higher risk of con¬ 
tracting the disease. 

TSEs such as chronic 
wasting disease, mad cow 
disease, scrapie and CJD de¬ 
stroy the brain and can 
happen spontaneously, but 
are also passed from ani¬ 
mal to animal by eating in¬ 
fected tissue.

French unions call massive strike

Blagojevich ousted 

Senator accused of selling seat impeached 59-0 


Illinois Gov. Rod Blagoje¬ 
vich was convicted of im¬ 
peachment charges and 
removed from office 
Thursday, eight weeks af¬ 
ter he was arrested on 
charges of trying to sell 
the U.S. Senate seat once 
held by U.S. President 
Barack Obama. 

The Illinois Senate, act¬ 
ing as a jury, voted 59-0 to 
oust the second-term De¬ 
mocrat immediately. The 
Senate also voted by the 
same margin to bar him 
from ever holding public 
office in the state again. 


Before the decision, 
Blagojevich pleaded with 
the body to reconsider, ask¬ 
ing, “How can you throw a 
governor out of office who 
is clamouring and begging 
and pleading with you to 
give him a chance to bring 
witnesses in to prove his 
innocence?” 

It was the only defence 
he mounted during the 
four-day trial. He did not 
make a formal defence dur¬ 
ing trial because, he said, 
rules restricted him from 
calling the witnesses he 
needed or playing in full

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EPFX offers ‘miracle’ cures 

Machine being sold in Canada as unsupported claims grow

n my years as a re¬ 
porter covering health 
stories, I thought I’d 
seen it all. But nothing 
compares to my inves¬ 
tigation into the latest 
“miracle” machine that is 
sweeping Canada. 

It’s called the EPFX — 
Electro Physiological Feed¬ 
back Xrroid. You can find it 
in alternative health care 
clinics, chiropractor 
and massage thera¬ 
pists. A session costs 
up to $200. 

To buy the ma¬ 
chine and start op¬ 
erating as an EPFX 
practitioner costs 
about $20,000 — not 
exactly chump change 
The company’s inventor 
claims he’s selling about 
40 devices a month in 


Canada (do the math — 
that’s $800,000 a month). 

The device is hooked up 
to a patient with straps 
that wrap around the an¬ 
kles, wrists, and forehead. 
The device supposedly 
reads the body’s reactivity 
to various frequencies, and 
then sends back other fre¬ 
quencies to make changes 
in the body. 

Sound complicated? We 
thought so, too. But when 
we asked prac¬ 
titioners to 
explain it, 
they said 
it was too 
hard for 



the inventor to under¬ 
stand. We heard what prac¬ 
titioners promise the EPFX 
can do — and the claims 
are amazing. Not only can 
the device treat AIDS and 
Parkinson’s, some tell us it 
has made cancer disap¬ 
pear. That’s what Karen 
McBeth hoped when she 
bought an EPFX to treat 
her bone cancer. The Seat¬ 
tle woman shelled out al¬ 
most $20,000 after being 
told the device would heal 
her. Sadly, it didn’t, and 
McBeth died. 

In North America, the 
EPFX is only licensed as a 
biofeedbaclc device for 
stress reduction. Practi¬ 
tioners aren’t allowed to 
claim it cures disease — 
because there’s no scientif¬ 
ic proof that 
it does. 

But that 
doesn’t stop 
practitioners from 
singing its praises. 

So we travelled to 
Hungary, to talk to inven¬ 
tor Bill Nelson. When we 

Bill Nelson — the inventor 
of the EPFX 


met, he was dressed as his 
female alter-ego, Desire 
Dubounet. Nelson says he’s 
part female. And he made 
some pretty outrageous 
claims. 

Nelson talked to us 
about a study he did on 
7,000 cancer patients. Af¬ 
ter a few sessions on his 
medical device, he claimed 
that 2,000 people didn’t 
have cancer anymore. 

Hard to believe? It 
should be. 

We asked for studies to 
back up claims about this 
miracle machine, but the 
inventor couldn’t provide 
a single study that would 
stand up to scientific 
scrutiny. 

And still, vulnerable peo¬ 
ple are buying in. And 
Health Canada is allowing 
the machine to be market¬ 
ed to reduce stress — as a 
biofeedbaclc device — so 
no one’s clamping down 
on false claims, while sales 
continue to grow.

Obama slams bonuses 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma believes the multibil- 
lion-dollar bonuses that 
Wall Street banks award¬ 
ed themselves for 2008 are 
“outrageous,” White 
House spokesman Robert 
Gibbs said yesterday. 

The New York comptrol¬ 
ler reported this week that 
Wall Street firms paid out 
$18.4 billion US in bonuses 
to employees, despite re¬ 
ceiving multibillion-dollar 
payouts from the govern¬ 
ment to save them from 
collapse in the face of the 
worst financial crisis in 
decades. 

Gibbs told a news confer¬ 
ence that Obama had a 
one-word reply when he 
heard of the reports: “out-

The New York comptrol¬ 
ler said it was unclear if 
the banks had used taxpay¬ 
er money for the bonuses 
but he urged the Obama 
administration to examine 
the issue closely. 

Gibbs also said the 
White House believed that 
the first $350 billion US of 
the financial bailout pro¬ 
gramme had failed to live 
up to Americans’ expecta¬ 
tions.

SirValiant Brown 
lambasted the Halifax 
Rainmen yesterday, a 
day after being released 
from their roster. 

The 6-foot-l guard, a for¬ 
mer NCAA Division 1 star, 
called the year-long sus¬ 
pension of star Eric Croolc- 
shanlc “bogus,” described 
Rick Lewis’s coaching 
skills as “questionable,” 
and said owner Andre Lev- 
ingston “stabbed me in the 
back.” 

Brown, who admitted to 
being a greedy shooter in 
the past, said he came to 
Halifax with a commit¬ 
ment to shoot the ball less 


and share it more to take 
his game to the next level. 
He said that’s what Lev- 
ingston told him he need¬ 
ed to do. 

That’s why he said he 
was stunned when Lev- 
ingston told Metro Halifax 
Brown hadn’t produced 
enough. He was averaging 
7.1 points per game 
through eight contests. 

“If they wanted me to do 
what they say they wanted 
me to do, why not let me 
take more shots, or put me 
in positions on the court so 
I can do the things I do 
best?” he asked. 

He said he was offered a 
more lucrative six-figure 
contract in France on Jan. 9, 
but decided not to leave Hal¬ 
ifax after getting positive 


feedback from Levingston. 

“They were still stating, 
‘You’re playing well, you’re 
doing the things we asked 
you to do,”’ the 26-year-old 
said. “A (few weeks later), 
he stabs me in the back.” 

Brown called Lewis’s ro¬ 
tation of minutes “crap,” 
saying the head coach subs 
out shooters when they’re 
heating up and fails to sub 
out players who continu¬ 
ously miss.

Here, the 
pair’s aversion turns to 
adoration with disappoint¬ 
ing, unfunny and anticli- 
mactic haste. 

That said, at least Danish

This location twist is often 
used in romantic comedies, 
the trademarked Drew Barry¬ 
more rom-com. On film Drew 
has fallen in love in Hawaii (50 
First Dates), Boston (Fever Pitch) 
and eveiywhere in between 

Barrymore, of course, is¬ 
n’t to blame for the state of 
rom-coms. Neither is Kate 
or Reese. They’re just mim¬ 
icking an age old formula. 

Trouble in Paradise, an 
Ernst Lubitsch classic from 
1932, follows the structure 
and it could be argued that 
Shakespeare was the archi¬ 
tect of the rom-com. 

So why, after half a millen¬ 
nium, do romantic comedies 
still thrill audiences? I think 
it’s primal. Deep down we all 
love a happy ending and 
while real life relationships 
might not always work, it’s 
assured that when Harry 
meets Sally, it will be forever. 
That kind of certainty, no 
matter how unreal, keeps us 
coming back for more.

Paramount came to 
Toronto with roughly 30 
minutes of completed 
footage from its summer 
blockbuster reboot of 
Star Trek last week. The 
preview reel opened with 
an intro from director J.J. 
Abrams (the absurdly rich 
creator of 
Alias and 
Lost) who 
openly 
admitted to 
not being a 
huge fan of 
the series. 

The news 
isn’t great for 
the obsessive 
Trelckies 
whose ency¬ 
clopedic 
knowledge of 
the franchise 
can be terrify¬ 
ingly 
ough 
purist, but it 
won’t neces¬ 
sarily be a problem for the 
moviegoing public at large. 

From the footage 
screened, it seems that 
rather than creating a 
geelc-centric origin story 
that all the die-hard fans 
have already written in the 
heads, Abrams is attempt¬ 
ing a Casino Royale-style 
franchise reboot that will 
stay true to the established 
universe while also rein¬ 
venting and expanding the 
possibilities of the series 
for more demanding con¬ 
temporary audiences. 

The sneak peek showed 
an updated Kirk with a far 
more developed sense of 
bad-assery than camp icon 
William Shatner ever 
brought to the role. This 
Kirk is a more active, arro¬ 
gant, and ambitious char-

acter, unafraid to get his 
hands bloody. 

This change in character 
seems to be representative 
of the new take on the 
franchise as a whole, 
which combines kinetic ac¬ 
tion storytelling with the 
classic Star Trek logic-dri¬ 
ven allegorical sci-fi. 

That said, 
there is still a 
concern that 
this younger, 
faster, sexier 
approach will 
breed a Daw¬ 
son Creek In 
Space reboot 
that will lack 
the intellectu¬ 
al depth that 
has defined 
the series to 
this point. 

While some 
of the actors 
do look like 
they were 
cast for their 
pretty head- 
shots rather than acting 
abilities, the footage did 
showcase some eccentric 
character work from Si¬ 
mon Pegg that suggests 
some deeper three-dimen¬ 
sional characterizations 
this time around. 

We won’t know if 
Abrams’ experiment works 
until the May release, but 
one thing is for sure: The 
scale and action of this 
film will be on a whole 
other level than previous 
Trek outings. 

Abrams has come a long 
way since the limited but 
impressive action set 
pieces on Alias and based 
on the early footage, the 
action in his Star Trek 
alone will create new fans.

When Push hits theatres 
next Friday, it won’t just 
be the latest science 
fiction thriller to hit the 
multiplexes; it’ll be a 
small glimpse into a shad¬ 
owy world that 
conspiracists have 
professed to be true for 
decades. 

To most, the notion that 
someone being able to psy¬ 
chically “push” thoughts 
and emotions into some¬ 
body else’s mind may be 
far-fetched but to others — 
like director Paul 
McGuigan, it may not be so 
preposterous. 

“I was on the Internet 
looking at remote viewing 
for instance,” said the di¬ 
rector during a recent 
phone interview. 

“Remote viewing (is a 
notion that) you can have 
special powers that enable 
you to be outside a room, 
(but) you can tell what’s in¬ 
side the room. 

“That’s kind of crazy but 


there are people who are 
experts at this that have 
been used by government 
agencies for years and 
years.” 

Push is definitely not 
shying away from that 
concept either. Featuring 
a wide array of abilities, 
this thriller focuses on a 
group of gifted young psy¬ 
chics on the run from a 
seedy government agency 
that’s trying to wrangle 


them for experimental 
purposes. Although the 
premise of gifted clairvoy¬ 
ants and psychic blood¬ 
hounds are fascinating 
enough, McGuigan didn’t 
get too wrapped up in the 
conspiracy. 

“I always just thought of 
this as a sci-fi thriller — 
sort of a film noir in the 
sci-fi world and I kept it 
very much grounded 
there.”

Perhaps the film’s most 
intriguing character is 13- 
year-old Cassie Holmes, a 
“watcher” who has the 
ability to self-induce vi¬ 
sions of the future. Played 
by Dakota Fanning (Char¬ 
lotte’s Web), Push also 
marks a noticeably darker 
shift in the talented child 
star’s acting career. 

“She basically reads (a 
script) and decides how 
she wants to play it,” said 
McGuigan about his im¬ 
pressive leading lady. The 
director behind acclaimed 
films like Wicker Park and 
Lucky Number Slevin has 
even recently called Fan¬ 
ning the “best actor he’s 
ever worked with.” 

“It’s the poise; it is just 
knowing that life is not 
that complicated. We kind 
of gather the complica¬ 
tions of life as we get older 
and she really hasn’t done 
that,” said McGuigan. “I 
can’t imagine what she’s 
going to be like in ten 
years time.”

year-old daughter Kim

Now spoiled by her snot¬ 
ty mother and rich step- 
dad (she even gets a pony 
for her birthday!), Kim is 
leaving for Paris against 
Brian’s overly concerned 
wishes. 


As it turns out, he’s 
right. Although it takes 
nearly a third of the film to 
get there, Kim and a friend 
arrive in Paris only to be 
carted off by Albanian sex 
traffickers while she’s on 
the phone with daddy. 
This is where Taken kicks 
into overdrive. 

“I will find you and I will 
kill you,” Brian tells his 
daughter’s faceless kidnap¬ 
per before immediately 
jumping on a jet to begin 
breaking laws and banging 
heads in order to save his 
daughter. 

Neeson is near perfect as 
the vengeful father who’s 
not afraid to get blood on 
his hands. With unspoken 
ease, he exhibits a com¬ 
manding presence and a 
surprising prowess with the 
punches — especially given 
that he’s now in his fifties. 

Taken should have no 
problem selling seats with its 
stunning fight choreogra¬ 
phy, compelling high-speed 
chases and guiltless attempts 
to please fans of the genre 
but in the end, Neeson’s per¬ 
formance is the real reason 
Taken is worth taking in.

In defence of Slumdog

treatment of the cast. 


The makers of Slumdog 
Millionaire have defended 
their treatment of child ac¬ 
tors taken from the slums 
of Mumbai where the 
rags-to-riches tale, nomi¬ 
nated for 10 Oscars, is set. 

In recent weeks the 
movie’s success around the 
world has been overshad¬ 
owed by objections in In¬ 
dia to the name, which 
some slum dwellers find 
offensive, its depiction of 
the lives of impoverished 
Indians and the treatment 
of the cast. 

Earlier this week 
Britain’s Daily Telegraph 
quoted the parents of Rubi- 
na Ali and Azharuddin Is¬ 
mail, who play slum kids 
Latilca and Salim respec¬ 
tively, complaining that 
their children had not 
been cared for properly by 
the movie’s makers. 

Ismail’s father told the 
newspaper that there was 
no money left and that he 
knows nothing of a prom¬ 
ised trust fund set up for 
his son. Ali’s father is quot¬ 
ed as saying “the money 
they paid us is nothing. 
They should pay more.” 

The report said Ali re¬ 
ceived 500 pounds for film¬ 
ing and Ismail 1,700 
pounds. 

Slumdog producer Chris¬ 
tian Colson said figures 
quoted in the British press 
were inaccurate. 

“They were well paid for 


the work that they did,” he 
told Reuters in Los Ange¬ 
les, when asked about the 
reports. 

“The figures quoted in 
the U.K. press are inaccu¬ 
rate. The suggestion that 
they (the children) worked 
for a year is also inaccurate. 

“Immediately after we 
cast the kids, we put in place 
a plan of action for their fu¬ 
ture welfare, over and above 
the money we paid them; 
we did that in consultation 
with their parents.” 


He said the producers en¬ 
rolled them in school for 
the first time in their lives 
and set up a fund to pay for 
the cost of their education, 
medical emergencies and 
“basic living costs.” 

Danny Boyle, the film’s 
British director, added: 

“What you’ve got to do is 
somehow try and get a 
plan that isn’t about the 
absolute immediate, it’s 
about the long-term bene¬ 
fit for the kids. 

“If we can give them 


something back, that will 
benefit them throughout 
their lives, that’s what you 
want to achieve.” Boyle al¬ 
so addressed objections to 
the film’s name. 

Nicholas Almeida, a so¬ 
cial activist and slum 
dweller, has filed a com¬ 
plaint in a local Indian 
court against Boyle and 
Colson, saying the film’s ti¬ 
tle was damaging and dis¬ 
criminating. 

“When the British ruled 
India, they called Indians

‘dogs’. Why do we want to 
call these poor children 
‘dogs’ 60 years after we got 
independence?” he told 
Reuters earlier this week. 

Also this week protest¬ 
ers, mainly slum dwellers, 
tore down posters and ran¬ 
sacked a movie theatre 
showing the film in the Bi¬ 
har state capital Patna. 

Boyle said protest was 
“part of the fabric of life in 
India ... For us, ‘slumdog’ 
was always a veiy affec¬ 
tionate term because ... it 
was a hybrid, a mixture of 
underdog and rooting for 
the underdog, and obvious¬ 
ly he comes from the 
slums.” Despite the objec¬ 
tions, many Indians are 
celebrating the movie’s 
commercial and critical 
success. The cast and crew 
were awarded for Global 
Excellence of the Year at 
the NDTV news channel’s 
Indian of the Year awards.

Studios, 
SAG set 
for talks 

contract The Screen Actors 
Guild and Hollywood’s ma¬ 
jor studios will restart 
labour contract talks on Feb. 
3, both groups said in state¬ 
ments signaling a thaw in 
their chilly relations. 

SAG, which represents 
some 120,000 U.S. actors, 
and the studio’s represen¬ 
tative, the Alliance of Mo¬ 
tion Picture and Television 
Producers, will hold a new 
round of negotiations next 
Tuesday and Wednesday, 
the groups said late 
Wednesday. 

No further details were 
given and the groups said 
they would not comment 
further. 

The announcements fol¬ 
low the ouster of SAG’s 
chief labour negotiator 
Doug Allen earlier this 
week by moderates of SAG’s 
national governing board. 

SAG members have been 
without a film and prime¬ 
time TV contract since 
their old pact expired June 
30, after negotiations col¬ 
lapsed and the studios pre¬ 
sented what they called 
their “final” offer. 

The two sides were most 
at odds over how actors 
should be paid for work on 
the Internet, seen as a 
main distribution pipeline 
for entertainment in the

Narnia film at Fox 2000 


project The Voyage of the 
Dawn Treader — the third 
instalment of the Chroni¬ 
cles of Narnia franchise — 
will be setting sail from a 
new port. 

The Walden Media proj¬ 
ect, which was let go by 
Walt Disney Pictures last 
month, is landing at Fox 
2000, a unit of 20th Centu¬ 
ry Fox, which will develop 
it with an eye to release 
the movie in the holiday 
season of 2010. 

Many of the key players 
are expected to stay with 
the project, including direc¬ 
tor Michael Apted and actor 
Ben Barnes, though a new 
writer might come aboard. 

Because of the epic scope 
— and accompanying pro¬ 
duction costs — of the 


books, Walden partnered 
with Disney to produce 
and co-finance the adapta¬ 
tions. Disney backed out of 
Dawn Treader after failing 
to come to an agreement 
with Walden over budgets 
and release-date issues. Al¬ 
though the first instal¬ 
ment, The Lion, the Witch, 
and the Wardrobe, was an 
unabashed hit, the second, 
Prince Caspian, ran over 
budget and performed be¬ 
low the studio’s expecta¬ 
tions at the box office. 

The third film faces cre¬ 
ative as well as budgetaiy 
challenges. Although the C.S. 
Lewis book features quests, 
dragons and sea monsters ga¬ 
lore, the stoiy also has been 
criticized for lacking a clear 
antagonist. reuters

Franz Ferdinand shake things up on third album

Since 2004, Glasgow four¬ 
some Franz Ferdinand 
have been hammering out 
disco-infused indie rock. 
Not only did they become 
one of the biggest bands 
in the world with their 
massive hit Take Me Out, 
but they started a new 
wave revolution, with acts 
like Maximo Park and Bloc 
Party following in their 
footsteps. 

But success isn’t an anti¬ 
dote for boredom, so on 
Tonight: Franz Ferdinand, 
the group’s third full- 
length, the band decided 
to shake things up. 

“You’ve got to push your¬ 
selves to try new things,” 
says Alex Kapranos, the 
band’s lead singer. “If we 
kept on doing what we 
have been for the rest of 
our lives, it would have 
been boring. We’re keep¬ 


ing things exciting for our¬ 
selves and the people lis¬ 
tening to it.” 

While not every track is 
a major departure — No 
You Girls might be the 
band’s most infectious 
dance rocker to date — 
other songs are nearly un¬ 
recognizable. Lucid 

Dreams, for one, is an 
eight-minute keyboard 
driven electro anthem. 

“That track was cut 
down from a 40 minute 
session,” says Kapranos. 
“That song has quite a dif¬ 
ferent dynamic to it — it’s 
much more dance floor. 
We’d been listening to a lot 
of mixes, where you build 
in a slow gradual way and 
bring the listener up. 
We’re using different tech¬ 
niques than verse, chorus, 
verse.” 

It’s easy for a band to try 
new things, but what hap¬ 
pens if their fans hate it? 
Like every musician, 
Kapranos says he writes

for himself, not to sell 
records, but he did make 
sure to play his new songs 
live before releasing them. 

“Part of developing a 
new sound is playing it to 
the fans,” he explains. “We 
played a bunch of smaller 
shows in Glasgow and the 
States. 

“Doing that helps you 
know what’s working or 
what’s not. You can try out 
the most crazy experimen¬ 
tal ideas and sometimes it 


works.” 

Still, some fans may be 
curious as to what Kapra¬ 
nos was referring to, when 
in the band’s new bio, he 
says that the disc is an al¬ 
bum “to fling yourself 
around your room as you 
psyche yourself for an 
evening of hedonism.” 

Don’t worry, Tonight is 
not an all out techno 
record, but it does take 
their disco-friendly tunes 
to new, ass-shaking 
heights. That’s thanks to 
their copious use of 
synths. “We wanted to go 
with a dance floor feel,” 
says Franz’s frontman. 
“There were a lot of key¬ 
boards around the studio 
and we wanted to use 
them. 

“But we’ve always been 
interested in this kind of 
music,” he adds. “Whether 
it’s the heavy kick drum 
on Take Me Out, we’ve al¬ 
ways tried to harness this 
in a different way. This 


time the bass is really the 
heart of the record.” 

But it wasn’t just a love 
of dance music that drove 
the band to beef up their 
club-ready sounds. They 
felt like they needed to 
rebel. 

“When we first got to¬ 
gether we were rebelling 
against the sounds that 
were around us. We didn’t 


feel indie guitar music had 
the dance floor feel, and 
the dance floor didn’t have 
the sounds of indie rock. 
But with any band who 
tries something new it be¬ 
come absorbed and part of 
the surroundings,” Kapra¬ 
nos explains. “So with this, 
we’re rebelling against the 
appropriation of our¬ 
selves.”

Little Joy describe 
themselves as one of the 
most laid-back bands 
around. 

Formed in a non-descript 
dive bar in L.A. by musi¬ 
cians on a break from their 
day jobs, the whole project 
has the breezy air of Mai 
Tais under pink tropical 
sunsets. 

“At first we didn’t mean 
to do an album, but we 
thought we’d better look at 
what we had, and started 
recording ... And now I’m 
sitting in a van eating a 
cup of noodles,” said 
singer-guitarist Rodrigo 
Amarante. “In California, 
there’s really not a lot of 
obligations, except fun 
and relaxation. I hope that 
comes out (in the album).” 

After a chance en¬ 
counter at a music festival 
a couple years ago, Ama¬ 
rante moved in with 
Strokes drummer Fabrizio 
Moretti (who plays many 
instruments in Little Joy) 
and his girlfriend, singer- 
songwriter Binlci Shapiro. 
As Amarante, whose main 
gig is with Brazilian rock¬ 
ers Los Hermanos, de¬ 
scribes it, Little Joy con¬ 
cocted songs using offbeat 
instruments like a ukulele¬ 


sounding tenor guitar, all 
in the shadow of “palm 
trees and beer.” 

Recorded to low-fi equip¬ 
ment, the resulting self-ti¬ 
tled album is cinematic in 
the sense of Beirut’s music 
— but rather than an 
imagined Eastern Euro¬ 
pean homeland, it recalls 
imagery from a sepia- 
toned, rum-soalced 

Caribbean holiday. While 
the band didn’t turn to old 
films or Hemingway anec¬ 


dotes for inspiration, Ama¬ 
rante said they did con¬ 
ceive of the songs as sto¬ 
ries. 

“We treated this group 
of songs like a movie that 
doesn’t exist, except in our 
heads. That helped us de¬ 
velop some of the lyrics 
and characters in the 
songs,” he said. “At other 
times we would use lyrics 
to (talk about) the past of a 
character in another 
(song).” 


With a palette that 
touches on folk, reggae 
and Strokes-y garage rock, 
the band picked and chose 
arrangements from differ¬ 
ent musical eras. The tropi¬ 
cal pop of The Next Time 
Around and Brand New 
Start express cheery takes 
on love, while Play the Part 
is a quiet acoustic strum- 
mer. The first English song 
Amarante ever wrote, How 
to Hang a Warhol, is more 
than a jokey autobiograph¬ 


ical tune to friends back 
home. It also captures the 
band’s philosophy. 

“The lyrics came from a 
joke where people back 
in Brazil thought I got 
Americanized, so I want¬ 
ed to write the most 
American thing I could,” 
he said. “The song is 
about just doing it — hav¬ 
ing dreams and doing 
well, but at the same time 
accepting yourself and 
what you like to do.”

ad space: The Super Bowl 
is one of the remaining re¬ 
al events on TV, something 
that has to be experienced 


in real time, preferably 
not alone. While prime¬ 
time viewer ship erodes, an 
astounding 97 million U.S. 
viewers tuned into last 
year’s game, and NBC is 
counting on similar num¬ 
bers for not just Sunday’s 
game, but the pre-game 
and half-time shows — 
and the commercials. 

Super Bowl ad spots are 
premium products, and at 
least since Apple’s epochal 


1984 ad launching the 
Macintosh computer with 
director Ridley Scott’s 
movie-quality visuals, Su¬ 
per Bowl commercials 
have been events. And for 
the most part, Canadians 
can’t see them. 

Sim-subbing is the in¬ 
dustry term for the pre¬ 
emption of the U.S. broad¬ 
cast signal with the local 
one by cable and satellite 
providers, and it ensures 


that Canadian viewers will 
only see the ads that CTV, 
the Super Bowl’s local 
broadcaster, has been paid 
to air. It’s standard indus¬ 
try practice, in effect 
whenever the same show 
airs simultaneously on 
both sides of the border, 
but there are some who 
say that it diminishes 
some of the game’s lustre 
as an event. 

“These ads are costly,” 
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Falcon Beach 


says Brian Steinberg, TV 
editor for Advertising Age 
magazine. “The produc¬ 
tion values add a couple of 
million dollars on top of 
the ad buy price ... If 
you’re a first timer or a 
small company who get 
into these things, they’re 
probably blowing all of 
their marketing budget on 
one ad.” 

With this kind of cash at 
stake, U.S. advertisers 
want to focus on their tar¬ 
get market, says Steinberg. 
“I think the ads are aiming 
first at the U.S. audience, 
and I don’t think Canadi¬ 
ans are the biggest users of 
GoDaddy, or these other 
one-shot ads.” 

But Rick Brace, CTV’s 
president of Revenue, 
Business Planning and 
Sports, says that GoDaddy 
has bought time on his 
network’s broadcast, 
along with Nissan, Ford, 
Dodge, Kia, Labatt, Univer¬ 
sal Studios and Pepsi, 
which has produced two 
spots especially for the 
Canadian market. While 
the buy-in for time on the 
Canadian broadcast isn’t 
as rich as the $3 million 
US NBC is asking for a 30- 
second spot — CTV won’t

reveal what its spots cost, 
though Brace says, “It’s a 
premium product and we 
sell it as such,” — 4.2 mil¬ 
lion Canadian viewers did 
tune into last year’s game 
in English Canada, making 
it one of the top 4 TV 
events of the year. 

Geography might mean 
a lot to a TV network, but 
it’s nearly irrelevant on 
the Internet, and Brace 
says that most Super Bowl 
ads will be online within 
hours, even minutes, of 
their Sunday premiere. 
Steinberg says that for 
now, however, the broad¬ 
cast event is still para¬ 
mount. “They will be all 
over YouTube, but the 
biggest audience you’ll get 
in one fell swoop will be 
on that TV screen ... It’s 
nice to get some ancillary 
buzz, but the U.S. con¬ 
sumer base is their main 
customer.”

Zappa family loses German court battle 


Gail Zappa, widow of U.S. 
rock legend Frank Zappa, 
has failed in her bid to stop 
a German music festival 
from using her husband’s 
name and image. 

Zappa and her family 
trust had launched a law¬ 
suit against the German 
Frank Zappa fan club over 
its annual Zappanale festi¬ 
val, demanding the re¬ 
moval of a bronze sculp¬ 


ture of Zappa at the festi¬ 
val site in Bad Doberan 
and damages of $325,000 if 
the festival continues to 
use the Zappanale name. 

But the higher court in 
Dusseldorf ruled Jan. 21 
that festival organizers 
may continue to use Zap¬ 
pa’s name and his image 
on the festival logo and re¬ 
lated merchandise such as 
T-shirts and baseball caps. 


It ruled that Gail Zappa’s 
rights were not violated 
and that she could not 
prove she uses the Zappa 
brand in Germany herself. 
The court found that she 
has had knowledge of the 
festival since it began in 
1990. Frank Zappa died in 
1993. 

Several thousand Zappa 
fans had demanded the 
withdrawal of the lawsuit, 


which was launched in 
April 2008. 

Thomas Dippel, festival 
speaker and head of the 
German Zappa fan club, 
welcomed the ruling. 

“We have always been 
certain that we have the 
older rights,” he said. “We 
have also patented the 
name of the festival with 
the German patent office.”

Jazz singer 
mines past 

Jessica Lalonde goes old 
school on her new album

Jessica Lalonde is all about 
the old school. 

And she means really old 
school. The Midland, Ont.- 
born and Toronto-based 
songstress is set to release 
her debut album Spinning 
Daydreams, a jazz-styled 
collection of crooning and 
swinging covers from the 
big-band era of 1930s and 
’40s. 

It’s a genus close to the 
heart of the musical the¬ 
atre vet and student of Ital¬ 
ian opera program Centro 
Studi Lirica, who cites as 
inspiration female croon¬ 
ers of yesteryear such as 
Billie Holiday, Judy Gar¬ 
land, Edith Piaf and Nina 
Simone. It’s also a far cry 
from her family’s tastes in 
music. Her parents are avid 
classic rock fans, and 
brother Luke Lalonde 
fronts indie rock movers 
and shakers Born Ruffians. 

“If you believe in reincar¬ 
nation, part of me almost 
thinks I lived during that 
time,” Lalonde laughs. “I 
spent a lot of time with my 
grandparents when I was 
little and that was their 
style of music. They would 
put on Tommy Dorsey and 
Vera Lynn. And there was 
just something about it 
that hit home. It always 
stuck with me.” 

Produced by Canadian 
jazz aristocrat Bill King, 
the disc is a kind of intro¬ 
duction for old and new 
fans of the genre. Spinning 


Daydreams has a healthy 
mix of ballads and hop¬ 
pers, among them Cole 
Porter’s Begin The Beguine 
from the 1935 musical Ju¬ 
bilee and Rogers and Ham¬ 
mer stein’s Academy 
Award-winning 1945 hit It 
Might As Well Be Spring. 

The collection, Lalonde 
says, was meant to invite 
new fans and inspire nos¬ 
talgia. (The cover features a 
sepia-toned photo of her 
brandishing an old-fash¬ 
ioned microphone.) 

“I picked a lot of my 
favourites, things I loved,” 
she said. “If it was up to me 
I’d be doing a lot of ballads, 
but you can’t do that on an 
album, you’ve got to have 
a balance. So I got some in¬ 
put from Bill who gave me 
other ideas.” 

The seasoned singer now 
faces uncharted waters: 
She frets over Spinning 
Daydreams’ success, hop¬ 
ing her song choices will 
resonate with listeners as 
much as they have with 
her. But she continues to 
get her biggest thrill from 
winning over a crowd. 

“Success to me is getting 
the opportunity to sing 
more,” she said. “There’s a 
terror to performing at 
first because you’ve got 
this crowd hundreds of 
people deep in front of 
you, but I think you need 
that in a way to put on a 
good show. And I guess 
there’s a power to it, too. 
Everyone’s watching you, 
and you bring out emo¬ 
tions in people with your 
song.”

“The parties are pleased 
that they were able to 
reach an amicable settle¬ 
ment and solve the dis¬ 
pute,” Shernoff said. 

No details were released 
on terms of the agreement.

Following the A-list to Anguilla 


Despite its sprinkling of stardust, this tiny 
island has lots to offer lower-profile visitors

Going around Anguilla 
feels a bit like stalking. It 
seems as though every 
spot on the island has a 
celebrity rumour attached 
to it — the restaurant that 
P. Diddy likes to visit, the 
bar where Robert De Niro 
made cocktails for a joke, 
the villa where Denzel 
Washington threw his 
50 th birthday party. And 
that’s just skimming the 
surface. 

In recent years Anguilla 
has become the upmarket 
celebrity hang-out of 


choice. It’s seriously A- 
list, with a guest roster 
that includes the Clin¬ 
tons, A1 Gore, Brad Pitt 
and repeat visitor Beyon- 
ce. 

It wasn’t always like 
this. Historically, the tiny 
British Caribbean territo¬ 
ry was rather poor. 

It has next to nothing in 
the way of natural re¬ 
sources and is barely big 
enough to fit a small air¬ 
port, let alone one that 
can accept jet planes. 

But what it does have is 
beaches. Anguilla regular¬ 
ly crops up on lists of the 
world’s best beaches, and 


it’s usually Shoal Bay East 
they have in mind. 

This is the one that the 
day trippers from other is¬ 
lands come 
to, and it has 
dazzlingly 
white sands. 

Those celebs 
are well 
within their 
rights to 
keep shades 
on all the 
time here. 

In truth, 

though, Anguilla has half- 
a-dozen such world-class 
beaches. Rendezvous Bay

Michael J Fox, 
Celine Dion and Jay-Z are 
among the big names that 
have stayed at CuisinArt. 

One of the other rea¬ 
sons that the rich and fa¬ 
mous choose Anguilla is 
the locals. They’re possi¬ 
bly the least star-struck 
people on earth. 

There’s no harassment 
for autographs or squawk¬ 
ing mobs following every 
footstep — the Anguillans 
are quite happy to leave 
their visitors alone, and 
it’s that peace and privacy 
that appeals. 

The VIPs pay for it too. 
One step beyond the cost¬ 
ly resorts are the ultra-ex- 
pensive private villas that 
come with their own 
chefs and butler service. 

The Altamer, for exam¬ 
ple, costs a minimum of 
$30,000 US per week — 
and that excludes food. 
But the celebs don’t care 
— it’s pocket change, and 
they’ll often have the bill 
signed off without check¬ 
ing the amount. 

The ordinary pleb isn’t 
priced out, however. 
There are still a few out¬ 
posts that remain true to 
the original Anguilla. 

One is Tasty’s in South 
Hill, which is unquestion¬ 
ably the best value restau¬ 
rant on the island. 

It’s bright, it’s colourful 
and the food has a proper 
Caribbean flavour, thanks 
to Chef Dale Carty, who is 
a local. The fresh fish is al¬ 
ways good, but the goat 
curry is the true stand¬ 
out.

Tasty’s is also the place 
that the Anguillans rave 
about, so your fellow din¬ 
ers will include islanders 
— you’ll not just be eating 
with other tourists, unlike 
in some of the more presti¬ 
gious joints where the 
prices are three or four 
times more expensive. 

The other defiantly 
unglammed-up option is 
Lloyds. It’s the oldest hotel 
on the island, dating back 
to 1959 when there was no 
electricity, let alone paved 
roads. 

It’s now a little yellow 
guest house of the best 
kind. The staff are friendly, 
guests chat over breakfast 
together and a couple of 
long-term residents offer 


Anguilla

Pasta and Tuna 
Salad with 
Zucchini and 
Sundried Tomato 
Pesto 

INGREDIENTS: 

250 g pasta twists or 
spirals, such as fusilli or 
rotini 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

1 onion, chopped 

1 garlic clove, chopped 

2 zucchinis, thinly sliced 
2 tsp (10 ml) caster sugar 
2 tbsp (25 ml) sun-dried 
tomato pesto 

1 tbsp (15 ml) white or red 
wine vinegar 

2 tbsp (25 ml) capers 
6 tomatoes, skinned, 
halved and cut into thin 
wedges 

1 can (6 oz/170 g) tuna in 
water, drained and 
roughly flaked 
6 black olives (not oil- 
packed), pitted and halved 
Fresh Italian parsley to 
garnish 
METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta in boiling 
water according to the 
package instructions, until 
just al dente. Drain pasta, 
rinse with cold water and 
drain again. 


2. While pasta is cooking, 
heat half of olive oil in 
medium saucepan. Add 
onion and garlic, and fry 3 
minutes, stirring frequent¬ 
ly, until softened. Add re¬ 
maining olive oil and zuc¬ 
chinis and cook, stirring 
occasionally, 3 minutes. 

3. Add sugar, sun-dried 
tomato pesto, wine 
vinegar and capers to 
onion and zucchini 
mixture. Heat for a few 
seconds, stirring until all 
ingredients have 
combined to form a dress¬ 
ing. 

4. Stir in tomatoes, then 
transfer mixture to large 
mixing bowl and set aside 
to cool. 

5. Add drained pasta to 
bowl, then gently mix in 
tuna and black olives. Di¬ 
vide salad among 4 plates 
or transfer to large serving 
bowl. Serve garnished 
with some Italian parsley 
leaves.
